“Washington, July 27.—(4)—The 
harograph which Lieutenant C..C. 
Champion fought so valiantly to save 
in his spectacular altitude flight Mon- 
day morning today registered for him 
a disappointing figure of 38,559 feet. 

Champion, with an altimeter, which 
he said showed a height of 47,000 feet, 
stuck to his blazing plane during a 
sensational descent. to save the in- 
strument which he thought would yield 
him a world’s record. 

Today the bureau of standards, 
whose cold analysis must be the final 
word in such matters, announced 
through the National Aeronautic as- 
sociation that, so far as official ree- 
ords go, Champion must try again, 

The recognized record is 40,280 feet, 
held by Callizo, of France. 

Climbing to 38,559 feet, Lieutenant 
Champion exceeded his previous high 
altitude record by 604 feet, but failed 
to equal the American record of 38,- 
704 feet established by Lieutenant 
Macready of the army air service on

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The Legislature Has Full Power To Levy 
Income or Sales Taxes. 


It was probably not deplorable that 
the house yesterday defeated the Doyal 
income tax amendment bill, since, if 
ratified in 1928, practical benefits 
from it could not have been obtained 
before 1930. But it is to be regret- 
ted that the sentiment of the people 
could not have been taken in 1928 on 
empowering the general assembly to 
levy such oa tax whenever it might 
deem it necessary. 


The way is now open for fair con- 
sideration of the Miller-Bloch general 
sales tax bill, which can be passed by 
a normal, rather than constitutional, 
majority—in other words, by 104 votes 
instead of 138, 


The proposed general sales tax bill 
is not all that it should be, but as 
purely a tax on purchasers of goods 
at retail, is probably as much as can 
be gotten from the present general 
assembly,

One of the curious things about the 
income tax proposals is where their 
nuthors find the necessity to have an 
income tax levy authorized by a con- 
stitutional amendment. 


After stenographically reporting all 
the discussions attending the making 
of the constitution in 1877 and after 
studying it for 50 years, I fail to 
find in it anything that inhibits the 


general assembly from legislating an

to do so, 


rents, salaries, wages, commissions, 
services, amusements, and the like, 
from which profits may be reaped. 

The courts of the United States 
and every state, and the legislatures 
of the states, have unifqrmly held 
that ineomes are not to be classified 
as property. 

It is capable of easy proof that 
the general assembly does not need a 
constitutional amendment to empower 
it to levy an income tax. If Gen- 
eral Toombs were to walk into that 
body tomorrow he would laugh and 
scoff at the suggestion . 


One of the htmorous features of 
the session will be the passage of the 
bill to provide the state with a fifth 
wheel in the person of a lieutenant 
governor. In 60 years since the War 
Between the States we have had need 
for a substitute governor just twice. 
Once was when Governor bullock fled 
the state between suns to escape arrest 
and next when Governor Stephens 
died and President of the Senate 
Boynton succeeded until an election 
for governor could be legally held. 

A lieutenant governor for Georgia 
means only another siate official to 
be elected by the people and to re- 
ceive $2.500.a year of absolutly un-

This Georgia victim 
got his “spot,” not in Georgia, but in 
New York. he says. Well, there are 
plenty of “Inhoratories” and “houses” 
and “institutes” and similar outfits in 
New York, ready to “spot” all cus- 
tomers, 

A T. B. “spot” on the lung is just a 
present day version of the old quibble, 
‘weak lungs” or the companion 
quibble “slight catarrhal condition in 
one apex.” These were favorite dodges 
of our grandparents’ time, before the 
doctors knew how to use the stetho- 
scope, the microscope, tuberculin or 
other methods of precision. Nowadays 
only the outright traveling quack has 
the gall to tell his customers they 
have “weak lungs” or “catarrhal 
condition,” and he gets away with it 
because he knows the mental caliber 
of his customers. 

Assuming our Georgia correspond- 
ent actually has pulmonary tubercu- 
losis, this is the best advice we can 


give him. 

First, have a good doctor. just a 
plain, honest, practicing physician

Under the committee bill all bank 
directors Would be citizens of the 
state, and at least three-fourths of the 
directors of any bank would be re- 
quired to live within 10 miles of the 
city in which the bank is located.
